Merit Marks for Prisoners 
Eighteen months ago Hon. 
Ross, minister of public works in the 
Alberta government, instituted a 
scheme in the provincial jails, at 
Lethbridge and Fort Saskatchewan, 
whereby prisoners by dint of good 
behavior and industry could earn 
sufficient “merit marks” to entitle 

them to a remission of sentence. 

The scheme was applicable only 
to sentences of one month and up- 
wards, with a maximum remission 
of four days per month graded down 
to one half-day, according to the 
number of merit marks obtained, 
Hon. Mr. Ross is in receipt of re- 
ports from the wardens of both jails 
giving results obtained under the 
scheme. 

At Lethbridge, 311 prisoners 
participated in the scheme and the 
number of remissions earned total- 
led 1,649, making an average of over 
five days for each prisoner. During 
the year it was found necessary to 
take away the whole remissions 
from only two men, both for serious 
breaches of discipline. There were 
a few minor infractions which did 
not affect the remissions to any 
great extent. 

At Fort Saskatchewan 510 prison 
ers took part in the scheme and 
only four men failed to earn remis- 
sions of some kind. In their reports 
the wardens praise the scheme, say- 
ing that the prisoners work with a

This was the comment of Pre 
mier King today on the result of the 
n the commons last night 
Premier King was on his way to at- 
tend a meeting of the cabinet when 
asked what he thought of the result. 
He said that he had not felt free to 
speak since the election. Now 
however, the verdict of parliament 
had been given and he was free to 
comment. 

“There probably will be a state 
ment on Monday in the house,” Mr 
King said, when asked if he would 
seck a seat immediately. The debate 
on the address would be proceeded 
with and then there will probably 
be an adjournment of parliament. 
Mr. King would say nothing as to 
his intentions in regard to his de- 
feated ministers. It is now practical- 
ly certain that there will be a re- 
duction of departments with the con- 
sequent elimination of ministerial 
heads. It is stated on good author- 
ity that the number of departments 
will be reduced by at least three. 

Won't Press Lapointe Motion 

The confidence motion of Hon 
Ernest Lapointe, introduced on the 
opening day of parliament, will not 
be pressed. This was stated by Mr. 
Lapointe today. The speaker of the 
house has not yet given his ruling as 
to whether the motion was in order 
or not, but the attitude taken by the 
government is that there is no need 
to debate the motion at prseent in 
view of the decision on the Meighen 
amendment. Mr. Lapointe said that 
now the government has resumed its 
normal powers, although he doubted 
whether any very important appoint- 
ments would be made at present. 

Premier to Run in Prescott 

It is understood that on Monday 
the speaker will announce that he 
had received the resignation of one 
of the members of parliament who 
gives way for the premier. Writs 
will be issued without delay and Mr 
King will contest the seat, He will 
not, of course, be in parliament dur- 
ing the debate on the address and 
the resignation of one of the Liberal 
members to give him a seat will 
further reduce the ranks of the gov- 
ernment. It is rumored that the 
premier will seek election in Pres 
cott, following the resignation of G. 
Fvanturel, the sitting member.
